ment before the senate committee on the 
Philippines today, Governor Taft

Gov. Taft said that originally the civil 


and military control of the inlands bail 
been in thc'huiidii. of the military nnd 
that naturally there had been some dif- 
ference of- opinion between the military 
authorities and the commission us. to 
the methods of proceeding. 


"Ocn. Chaffee and I arc on the friend- 


liest nnd most cordial terms," lie said, 
••and we hud no difficulty In reaching an 
understanding lifter a prolonged confer- 
ence.'' 


"'Our compromise wits reached on the 


understanding that ;i writ of habeas cor- 
pus would not lie iifKiinst military offi- 
cers, a civilian employe of the military 
branch or a. prisoner of war." 


Gov. Taft also said that the-re had been 


some differences of opinion as to other 
matters in the method of administration 
and tlmt nn.turn.Uy the natives were more 
favorably i in-lined toward the civil gov- 
ernment' because they were represented 
bv men of their own nationality in that 
branch of service while on tlic other 
hand the army was principally concern- 
ed in bringing the wn-r to an <md. 


He thought, however, the military au- 


thorities were coining to look more fav- 
orably on the. civil institutions.

companies under one management is evi- 
denced by reference to sections 3 and 4 
of the articles 
of incorporation of the 


Northern Securities company, which au- 
thorizes that company "to purchase, 
hold, sell, assign, transfer, mortgage, 
pledge or otherwise dispose o.f shares of 
the stock of any corporation or corpora- 
tions, association ov associations of tho 
state of New Jersey, or any other state, 
territory or country, and Avhile owner of 
auch stock to exercise all the rights., 
powers and privileges of ownership, in- 
cluding the right to vote thereon. To 
aid in any manner nny corporation • or 
association of which any bonds.or other 
securities or evidences of stock are held 
by the corporation; and to do any acts 
or things designed, to protect, prpaerve, 
improve or enhance the value of any 
such bonds or other 
securities or evi- 


dences or indebtedness or stock.'' 


Those powers are as broad as language 


can make them nnd authorize the North- 
ern Secucrities conipany, not only to 
vote the stock of tho Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific Railway'companies 
and thus exercise all the'pwois and 
privileges of ownership and control, but 
specifically empower the corporation to 
36 any acts or things 
designed to'en- 


hance the vnlue of the stock of the com- 
panip-i mentioned, which, of course, in- 
pludes'thc right to increase freight rates 
directly or' to change, the classification of 
freight so a.» to increase the rites. 


"Knowing that several other 'state' in 


addition to Minnesota would be affected

public policy of such states 


through constitutional or legislative pro- 
visions was similar to that of our state,

One of these fires occurred while she 


was a resident of Racine. At that time 
she lived in a fine residence of James R. 
Shuison, located on Lafayette avenue. 
Early one evening a fire broke out and 
her clothing and Inrniture were consid- 
erably burned as was the interior of tbe 
apartment where the blaze started. Dr. 
Reid and her maid fought the flames and 
the doctor had her 'hands considerably 
burned. 


There was a.n insurance on the cloth- 


ing and furniture of Dr.' Eeid and some- 
thing like $\;>QQ was paid by the local 
agent. At the time of the blaze an in- 
vestigation was made by the insurance 
adjusters and it was concluded that the 
fire started from crossed electric wires. 


Yesterday afternoon a' female detec- 


tive, rather a, striking looking woman, 
arrived in the city. -.She came to hunt 
up evidence for x)r. Reid, getting oil of 
the facts possible- in regard to the fire 
here. Fire Marshal James 
Cape was 


seen, but as be was'not chief in 1898 
when the lire happened he' was unable to 
give much information. However, ex- 
Chief Abesser was called upon, a.s was 
Manager Barney Kernan, of the Wiscon- 
sin Telephone company, the insurance 
agents nd other?. The 
detective said 


that she had also been at Milwaukee

The charge pending against Dr. Reid 


at present is arson in the second degree, 
it being alleged that on December 3 last, 
she set lire to her furniture in the house 
at No.,230 Monroe avenue, Rochester, N. 
Y., for the purpose of collecting .'S.OOO 
insurance. It was further charged that 
Dr. Reid got $2,000 on a fictitious ward- 
robe and then set fire to her apartments 
and nftcrwnrdfc claimed the insurance on 
the ground that, the alleged wardrobe- 
was destroyed. The German 
Alliance 


Insurance company, which insured the 
woman's goods, claimed that Dr. Reid 
never had the clothes 'she got insurance 
on and that tho fire wna of an incendiary 
nature.

This is' the reason testimony 
is being secured here and clsnwherf to 
prove that the fires'were not of incen- 
diary origin.

STOCK POISONING PLANTS. 


flie Deadly Semira Fo* Loptne*. 


When "Ihvjr Are H«T«1*«'«. 


Besides furnishing'green forage on 


the.range,for sheep, lupines .constitute 
one of the most Important native hay j 
crops. Perhaps tbe names wild bean, 
blue bean and blue pea are more geneirr 
ally "applied to them. In a recent bulla- 
tin on the stock poisoning plants of 
Montana considerable attention is de- 
voted to these. .Among instances of 
poisoning are the folio-wing: 


In Deer Lodgo valley an old and expe- 


rienced sheep raiser suffered a- loss of 
700 sheep from eating lupine hay. The 
owner of.' these sheep had cut lupine 
bay on the same ground for five or six 
years, and had 'fed it without any bad 
'consequences. During these years tbe 
bay had always .been cut during the 
earlier part of September. The mate- 
rial which caused the disastrous poi- 
soning just mentioned was cut during 
the first half of July.

They appear to be greatly pleas- 
ed with the exhibits. One farmer, -who 
traveled twenty Bliles/stated to a Jour- 
nal man this afternoon that the day lias 
passed for farmers raising mixed breeds 
of chickens. 
In almost every case the 


farmer of today is raising blooded poul- 
try, in most cases confining himself to a 
particular breed of the 1'eulhered flock. 
They say better results arc obtained and 
in the end it is more profitable.

Gov. Taft Says Gen. Chaffee and 


Himself Agree as to Procedure 


in Philippines. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. f>.~In his state- 


ment before the senate committee on the 
Philippines today, Governor Tnft 
dealt 


especially with the question of the rela- 
tionship of tho civil and military authori- 
ties in the Philippines and his explana- 
tion was received with much interest by 
the members of the committee. 


Gov. 
Taft said that originally the civil 


and military control of the islands had 
been in the bands of the.-military and 
that naturally there had been some dif- 
ference of opinion between tha military 
authorities and the. commission as. to 
the methods of proceeding. 


i-Gen. Chaffee and I are on the friend- 


liest and most cordial terms/' lie said, 
"and 
we had no difficulty !n reaching an 


understanding after a prolonged confer- 
ence.'"' 


"Our compromise was reached on the 


understanding that a writ of habeas cor- 
pus would not lin against military offi- 
cers, a civilian employe of the military 
branch or a prisoner of war." 


Gov. 
Taft alao said that there had been 


some differences of opinion as to other 
matters in the method of administration 
and that naturally the natives wero more 
favorably inclined toward the civil gov- 
ernment because they were represented 
bv men of their own nationality in that 
branch of service while on the other 
hand the army wa.? principally concern- 
ed in bringing the war to an end. 


He thought, however, the military au- 


thorities worn coming to look more fav- 
orably on the civil institutions.

MAKES THAT STATEMENT 


REGARDING MERGER CASE 


Tells Minnesota legislature That Final 


Appeal Will be Made to Ballot If 


Supreme Court Decision 
.,>,: 


Favors Railroad. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Feb. 5—At half past 


10 o'clock before the joint session of tnc. 
legislature, which had been assembled in 
extra session to receive the report of 
the tax commission, and the measures 
presented by that body for enactment, 
Gov. Van Sarit today read his message. 
The principal portion was devoted to the; 
recommendations of the commission, to 
which he maclo some amendments, cover- 
ing points" which were suggested by the 
commission but not approved by him. 


The only other subject discussed is the 


so-called1 railroad merger, of which he 
says: 


"At this time I desire to inform the 


legislature of the suit brought by the 
state of Minnesota against the Northern 
Securities company of New Jersey. Be- 
lieving that this corporation was organ- 
ized for the purpose of evading and vio- 
lating the laws of Minnesota by consoli- 
dation of the properties of the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific Railway 
companies, which companies run parallel 
and competing lines of railway 
withjn 


the state, I requested Attorney General 
Douglas to bring suit in the nnme of the 
state to prevent such consolidation." 


He then quotes from the statutes cov- 


ering the case and continues: 


"That the Northern Securities com- 


pany can, and if not prevented by 
the 


course, will "merge or consolidate the 
lines and properties of the two railway 
companies under one management is evi- 
denced by reference to sections 3 and 4 
of the articles of incorporation of the 
Northern Securities company, which au- 
thorizes that company "to purchase, 
hold, sell, assign, transfer, mortgage, 
pledge or otherwise dispose of shares of 
the stock of any corporation or corpora- 
tions, association or associations of the 
state of New Jersey, or any other state, 
territory or country, acid while owner of 
such stock to exercise all the rights, 
powers and privileges of ownership, in- 
cluding the right to vote thereon. To 
aid in any manner any corporation - or 
association of which any bonds or other 
securities or evidences of stock are held 
by the corporation; and to do any acts 
or things designed, to protect, preserve, 
improve or enhance the value of any 
such bonds or other securities or evi- 
dences or indebtedness or stock." 


Those powers are as broad as language 


can make them and authorize the North- 
ern Secuerities company, not only to 
vote the stock of the Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific Railway'companies 
and thuspxerci.se all the * poweri and 
privileges of ownership and control, but 
specifically empower the corporation to 
36 any acts or things designed to-en- 
hance the value of the stock of the com- 
panies mentioned, which, of course, in- 
cludes" the right to increase freight rates 
directly of to change the classification of 
freight so as to inc-rease the rates. 


"Knowing that several other state in 


addition to Minnesota would be affected 
by the consolidation and that th& -de- 
clared 
public policy of such states 


through constitutional or legislative pror 
visions was similar to that of our state, 
I deemed it wise to call ,i conference of 
the governors and attorneys general of 
the states through which the 
lines of 


railway pass, in order that such method 
of procedure might be adopted as would 
be uniform. 


"This conference was held at Helena, 


Mont. There were present the governors 
and attorneys general not only of our 
state, but of Montana, South Dakota 
and Idaho, and the attorney general of 
Washington. Tho governor, of the last 
named state died just prior to the con- 
ference and owing to this fact his suc- 
cessor, Oov. McBride, was unable to at- 
tend. Oov. McBride has since, however, 
in a published interview, called the at- 
tention of the jHJople of his state to the 
dangers threatened by the consolidation 
of these two companies. The conference 
was harmonious throughout and that 
' the official representatives of the various 
states were wholly in sympathy with the 
action of this state and its determination 
to oppose this consolidation is shown by 
the following 
resolution^ which 


unanimous:"

Evidently Dr. May Reid, recently ar- 


rested at Rochester,' New York, oh 
charge of arson, ia preparing to make a-

cence. Recently she obtained bail and 
is at liberty. During her career Dr. 
Reid has been unfortunate in having a 
number of fires in houses she occupied. 


One of these fires occurred while she 


\vas a resident of Kacine. At that time 
she lived in a line residence of James R. 
Slaiison, located on Lafayette- avenue. 
Early one evening a fire broke out and 
her clothing and hirniture were consid- 
erably burned as was the interior of the 
apartment where the blaze started. Dr. 
Reid and her maid fought the flames and 
the doctor had her 'hands considerably 
burned. 


There was an insurance on'the cloth- 


ing and furniture of Dr. Reid and some- 
thing like $1,200 was paid by the local 
agent. At the time of the blaze an in- 
vestigation was made by the insurance 
adjusters and it was concluded that the 
fire started from crossed electric wires. 


Yesterday afternoon a' female detec- 


tive, rather a striking looking woman, 
arrived-in the city. -She came to hunt 
up evidence for Dr. 'Reid, getting all of 
the facts possible- in regard'to the lire 
hero. Fire Marshal James Cape was 
seen, but as be was'not chief in 1898 
when the fire happened lie was unable to 
give much information. However,' ex- 
Chief Abesser was. called upon, as was 
Manager Barney.Kernan, of the Wiscon- 
sin Telephone company, the insurance 
agents ad others. The detective said 
that she had also been at Milwaukee 
getting what evidence was possible in 
regard to a fire that occurred there and 
also facts bearing upon the doctor's 
habits, etc., while she was a resident of 
the Cream City.

Dr. Reid is confident that 
she can 


prove her innocence of the charge of ar- 
son now peudi'ng against her. She has 
the best criminal lawyer in the state'of 
N"e\v York defending her. 


The charge pending against Dr;' Reid 


at present is arson iu the second degree, 
it being alleged that on December 3 last, 
she set h're to her furniture in the house 
at No..280 Monroe avenue, Rochester, N. 
Y., for the purpose of collecting $2,000 
insurance. It was further charged that 
Dr. Reid got $2,000 on a fictitious ward- 
robe and then set fire to her apartments 
and afterwards claimed the insurance on 
the ground that the alleged wardrobe' 
was destroyed. The German Allia.nce 
Insurance company, which insured the 
woman's goods, claimed that Dr, Reid 
never had the clothes'she got insurance 
on and that tho fire was of an incendiary 
nature. Tho company 
claim that Dr. 


Reid had similar fires in Buffalo and oth- 
er cities. This is'the reason testimony 
is being secured here -and elsewhere to 
prove that the fires were not of incen- 
diary origin.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—At the con- 


clusion of routine business in the senate 
today consideration was resumed of the 
urgent deficiency appropriation bill. 


Mr. Hale, in charge 
of the measure, 


made an appeal to the seriatt; to permit 
the bill to come to a rote. 
Tie hoped 


the "scandal in Alaska'' would not. be 
permitted to interfere with the progress 
of 
the measure. He 
said it had no 


relevancy to an appropriation 
bill; and 


•while he. was powerless to prevent the 
discussion he hoped it would not be pro- 
longed. 


Mr. McCumber 
(N. D.) 
fa id bo 
had 


no desire to prolong the discussion, but 
that most villainous charges had been 
made against men—charges which he 
personally knew to be unfounded and ab- 
solutely false. 
Tie declared that certain 


mining syndicates had desired to obtain 
control of the whole Nome (Alaska) 
country. 
He believed that it would be 


premature for the senate to render a 
verdict for or against Judge Arthur H. 
Noyes and Alexander McKenzie before 
the courts had had opportunity to pass 
upon the merits of the case. 


He ventured thq opinion that the son- 


fttor from South Carolina (Tilhnan) who 
represented a chivalrous people, 
find 


•,vho had reflected so seriously upon Judge 
Xoyes and Alexander MeKenzie, who had 
no opportunity 
here to defend 
them- 


selves, would not have made the charges 
against them if he had known Alexander 
McKenzie had been 
familiar with ' the 


facts. He declared that no person could 
put a finger upon a single instance where 
Alexander McKenxie or Judge 
Noyes 


ever had wronged any man of a dollar. 
He paid a high tribute to both Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie and Judge Noyes, and in answer 
to an inquiry asserted 
that not 
''onn 


scintilla of nviriencn is contained in the 
entire record of the case that 
will sup- 


port tho charge of conspiracy against 
Alexander McKunzie." 


Mr. McGiimber then entered upon an 


extended statement of tho caso against 
McKenzie, going into minute details. He 
maintained that the order of the circuit 
court of appeals at San Franc-isco went 
outside of the statements of fact made 
to it iu ordering McKenzie to turn over 
property of which he was 
the receiver. 


Ho asserted that MoKcnxie's lawyer ad- 
vised him that the order of the 
court 


was void. MeKenzie therefore did not 
comply with tho writ, inasmuch as, if he 
did, he would be in contempt of an or- 
der of Judge Noyos. He therefore was 
between two fires. In such conditions it 
was held by able lawyers that McKenzie 
ought not to be adjudged guilty of any 
offense. 


Referring to the opinion of th'ci circuit 


oourt of appeals, Mr. McCumber assert- 
ed tliat four-fifths of it were devoted to

There is another smallpox scare iu the 


southwestern part of the city. A three 
months old child of Mr. and Mrs. S. 
Knudsou was taken sick some days ago. 
Yesterday the attending physician be- 
lieved it was a case of smallpox. He no- 
tified the board of health. An officer was 
sent over to placard the house. When 
the officer arrived the child was dead, 
but the card was nailed up just the 
same. Then the family was ordered to 
hold a private funeral and the child was 
buried in the afternoon. 


Neighbors hud been in the Knudson

After the child 
had been buried, the card put up and 
the house, supposed to be quarantined, 
two children living in the upper part of 
the Knudson lumse, passed out and went

passed an officer when they came out,

A peculiar thing about all of the cases 


of .smallpox cases reported i« that hun- 
dreds of people are always exposed, but 
strange to say, not a .single case has oc- 
curred except the individuals so report- 
ed sick with the terrible disease, still it 
is wise to take precaution. 


No less than nine person* have come 


to this city from St. Francis the past 
week where the disease is said to exist.

The oleomargarine bill, made the spec- 


ial subject for this week in the house,

assures labor (hat from its new position 
its interests must be considered when- 
over any question concering the new de- 
partment is under discussion.''

They saved their money, 
invested in creameries and 
finally con- 


solidated about 400 into the Continental 
Creamery company, popularly known as 
the Kansas trust, although it includes 
creameries in Colorado, Nebraska, Iowa 
and Missouri. Now they are seeking 
new fields to conquer. Both are still 
Populists.'" 


Nothing alarming about this, except it 


may be the fact of the trust.- These two 
Populists appear to have done as other 
men, saved their money, utilized their 
brain capacity, and on their way to for- 
tune.

The good roads movement continues to 


gain strength, and no longer 
beating

Albany a few days since, n proposition 
was advanced to call upon the state to 
construct good roads and to issue i?20,- 
000,000 of state bonds for the purpose. 
This would mean the building of first- 
clabs roadways connecting nil the cities 
of the state with each other by reason- 
tiblv direct roads.

THE PRODUCERS' INTEREST. 


.There, arc not a few growers pf the 


sugar beet satisfied tlieir interests are, 
as it were,'between the grinders of poli- 
tics. The manufacturers of beet sugar 
asserted things both ways, thereby un- 
dermining the influence they might have 
exerted to better purpose. -The growers 
as a fact, as matters are now, are the 
ones to he consulted in this 
proposed 


concession to our islands, and it is not 
exactly understood why the 
manufac- 


turers are allowed so much to say in tho 
matter. The growers are, in more than 
one locality, complaining they are not 
receiving the worth of tlieir beets at tin; 
factories, and in fact, their intercut* are. j 
not considered as they should be. They 
seem determined in some way to get the 
ear of congress and at least have their 
proportionate voice in any tariff reces- 
sions. But after all these beet sugar 
growers are not compelled to grow sugar 
beets if the manufacturers will not pay 
.promptly. Tlieir crops are not as if the 
ground occupied could not be used at 
once, for some other purpose. They are 
more independent than the looks would 
seem. 


The public debt statement 
for Febru- 


ary shows a reduction of the debt of 
$5,710,308 accounted for by an 
increase 


of treasury cash and bonds redeemed 
during the month. The debt proper is 
now $1,330,723,544, but of this but $938,- 
074,330 bears interest. The cash held in 
the treasury aggregates an enormous 
amount but by far the greater part 
is 


held as trust funds for the redemption of 
certificates and treasury notes. 
The 


amount thus held is $816,344,080, the 
total cash is stated at $1,220,408.050. 
The available cash not including the 
$150,000,000 gold reserve is $174,796,640, 
and b}' available cash is meant free cash, 
cash in the treasury available for any of 
the ordinary 
purposes of the-govern- 


ment and may be regarded as the sur- 
plus. 


There is hardly much doubt but. that 


along the border line between this coun- 
try and Canada a formidable sentiment 
existing in favor of reciprocity.

"Sir:—You were good enough to lay

the Netherlands government in which it 
was proposed that, with the object of 
bringing the war to an end, his majesty's 
government might grant a safe conduct 
to the Boer delegates now in Holland, 
for the purpose of enabling them to con- 
fer with the Boer leaders in South Af- 
rica. It is suggested that, after a con- 
ference, the delegates might return 
to 


Europe with power to conclude a treaty 
or peace ivith this country; 
and The 


Netherlands government intimate that, 
in this event, they might, at a later 
stage, be instrumental in placing 
the 


Boer plenipotentiaries in relation with 
plenipotentiaries who might be appoint- 
ed by his majesty's government. The 
Netherlands government intimate that if 
this project commends itself to his maj- 
esty's government they will inquire of 
the delegates whether 
they are pre; 


pared to make the suggested 
visit to 


South Africa. It may, therefore, be in- 
ferred that the communication I re- 
ceived was made on the responsibility of 
The Netherlands government alone, and 
without authority from the Boer dele- 
gates or leaders. His majesty's govern- 
merit have given it their best considera- , 
tion and while entirely appreciative 
of , 


the motives of humanity which led The 
Netherlands government to make this 
proposal, they feel they' must adhere to 
the position adopted and publicly an- 
nounced by them some months after the 
commencement of 
hostilities by 
the 


Boers, that it is not their intention to 
accept the intervention of any foreign 


I power in the South African war. 


"Should the Boer delegates themselves 


lesire to lay a request for safe conduct 
•before his majsty's government there is 
no reason why they should not do so. 
But his majesty's government, obviously, 
are not in a position to express an opin- 
ion on any such application until they 
have received it anil are aware.of 
the 


precise nature and grounds whereon the 
request is made. 


"I may, therefore, point out that it is 


not at present clear to his majesty's 
government that the delegates retain 
any influence over the. representatives of 
the Boers in South Africa, or have any 
voice in their councils. They are stated 
•by The Netherlands government to have 
no such letters of credence or instruction 
of a.- later date than March, 1000. His 
majesty's 
government, on the 
other 


hand, understood that all the powers of 
government, including those of negotia- 
tion,.were now completely vested in Mr. 
Steyn, for the Boers of the Orange lliver 
Colony and Mr. Schalkburger, for those 
of the Transvaal. If this is so, it is evi- 
dent that the quickest and most satis- 
factory means of arranging a settlement 
would be by direct communication be- 
tween the leaders of the Boer forces in 
South-Africa and the commander-in-chief 
of his majesty's forces, which has al- 
ready been instructed to forward im- 
mediately any offers he may receive, for 
the consideration of his majesty's 
gov- 


ernment. 


"In these circumstances, his majesty's 


government have decicfcd that if the

amounts for educational purposes, in 
which is included the $10,000,000 gift for, 
ii permanent university to be erected in 
Edinburg, Scotland, for the- benefit of 
Scottish students. Mr: Carnegie" has 
also offered the United States govennent 
a $10,000,000 gi'ft in bonds to be used for 
educational purposes. 


It is now hoped that Mr. Carnegie will 


see fit to set aside $100,000 for the bene- 
fit of Racine college, as no institution is 
more deserving. Nearly every college in 
the country has an endowment fund'to 
help sustain it, but witji the Racine col- 
lege ' it is different. .It is maintained 
upon its own resources antl consequently 
it is not in, as flourishing'condition as it 
might be from a financial 'standpoint! 
At present the institiitiori has over 125 
students enrolled and has entered upon a 
revival of its palmy days. 


One hundred thousand dollars would 


bte a sufficient sum to practically'rebuild 
parts of the college and leave 
enough 


money to-assist in* defraying the expen- 
ses.

John Gould, who is called good au- 


thority on dairy products, says that ex- 
periments carefully made this year 
have convinced him that a cow well 
fed with grain all the season stores np 
a reserve that enables her to produce 
much longer a normal amount than one 
from which the grain was taken away 
while sbe was In pasture, mys Ameri- 
can Cultivator. The grmia, fed cows are 
holding out much better than the oth- 
ers In every case, and two of them arc 
BOW giving thirty-two pounds *f milk 
a day, while some of those that had no 
grain while at pasture are not giving 
quite half of that amount. Yet while 
the pastures were flush the grain feed 
did not seem to Increase the yield or 
but little if at all. 


But he finds a difference ia individual 


cows. Some seem to need six or eight 
pounds of grain a day to give most 
profitable results, and others do better 
with three or four pounds than wh«u 
they lmv» a large amount.

Kxp*rlemc« lit Convenient Method* 


of Storing; Them. 


We have tried different methods of 


storing beets. In a cellar or basement 
they keep well the first part of the sea- 
son, and if frostproof this is a good 
way to keep the roots for early winter 
feeding, but by far the most satisfac- 
tory method vfn have tried and the one 
we now always follow is pitting or 
burying in a trench. We keep the roots 
in this manner, fresh until May or long 
after they are no longer needed by the. 
stock, which can get succulent feed 
froni the pastures. 


First we dig out trenches or pits. We 


take the plow and throw up three or 
four furrows, shovel the loose earth 
and plow up the bottom again. We 
shovej out this .second layer of loose 
earth, and the trench is ready for the 
roots. We harvest by pulling the roots 
and throwing them into the wagon, 
which can be driven along the row. 
Care should be taken iu handling the 
roots not to break or bruise more than, 
is necessary. We do not top until the 
beets are hauled to the pit and-ready 
for piling in. 


We top by hand, twisting off rather 


than' cutting with a knife, as a knife 
causes the roots to bleed. The roots 
are 
carefully 
packed — opportunity; 


should always be given them to dry- 
laying In the pit instead of throwing. 
Bound up wejl. Begin filling in at one 
end of the pSt and cover each day's 
harvest .'at night. While the roots 
should be dry on the surface, they 
should not be dried otherwise. We 
have buried with and without straw 
arid prefer using straw. There was DO 
noticeable difference in the quality of 
the beets when taken out so far as 
keeping was concerned, but there waa 
a difference in their cleanliness for 
handling! Without straw the earth 
sifted through the whole pile and made 
a disagreeable job of handling in win- 
ter and spring. 
: 


To provide for ventilation and to pre- 


vent heating a twisted wisp of straw 
is left stlcl^ng up through the earth 
covering. 
At first we put on only 


enough covering to turn the rain and 
prevent frosting from any chance early 
cold snap. This is Increased ae the cold 
weather advances. We run our pits 
north aud south, as we can then begin 
taking the roots from the south end 
and not expose/the remaining roots to 
the frost 


We have our pits open at all times 


through the winter, but by using plenty 
of manure to cover the opening we nev- 
er"lose anything by freezing. Of course 
Jlie pit should be located on high and 
dry ground, it being well to let It slope 
in all directions from the pit. We do 
not consider it much more trouble to 
jet our beets from the pit than from 
the bin in the cellar, and they certainly 
keep much better, writes a Kansas cor- 
respondent to-Country Gentleman.

STOCK POISONING PLANTS.

, Besides furnishing "green forage on 
the.range,for sheep, lupines .constitute 
one of the most important native hay 
crops. Perhaps the names wild bean, 
blue bean and blue pea are more generr 
ally "applied to them. In a recent bulle- 
tin on tbe stock poisoning plants .of 
Montana considerable attention1 is de- 
voted to these. Among instances of 
poisoning are the following: 


In Deer Lodge valley an old and expe- 


rienced sheep raiser suffered a- loss of 
700 sheep from eating lupine hay. The 
owner of. these sheep had cut lupine 
hay on the same ground for five of six 
years, and bad fed it without any bad 
consequences. During thefee years the 
hay had always been cut during the 
earlier nart of September. The mate- 
rial which caused the disastrous poi- 
soning just mentioned was cut during; 
tha first half of July.''-Only a -small' 
port of tbe lupine which was Intended 
for any was cut at this early date, 
otner work interfering With haying, 
arid the remainder was cut in Septem- 
ber. That which was cut at the earlier 
date was stacked in a temporary mnn: 
ner," and that which was cut in Sep- 
tember, therefore, came.to occupy the 
upper portion of tbe stack,and was nat- 
urally the first to be fed to the sheep. 
This hay did not cause any cases of 
poi'sonlng, but the first feed, from tbe 
hay which was cut in July caused the 
death of 700 of the sheep; From this 
case it is evident that the poisonous or 
aonpolsouous nature of tupine bay de- 
pends partly upon tbe stage of growth 
at which it.is cut. 


A sheep owner near Birdtail pass had 


500 sheep poisoned from eating lu'pjin'e 
hay, 160 of which died. In this case, as 
in the previous one, the cheep rif-fser 
had hod eome experience in feeding lu- 
pine hay, but had never before bad any' 
losses. The lupine was cut in July at a

also during the later stages, after the ' 
seeds hare fallen .out. . Luplne*hay cut ; 
during tbe month of July seems to be j 
exceedingly dangerous. It would ob- j 
viously be .impossible to state iri ad- 
vance tlie. actual dates at which -lu- 
pines become poisonous and -the date 
in the fall at which they cease to.be 
poisonous. Since, therefore, it is prac- 
tically impossible to define these pe- 
riods accurately, it would seem doubt- 
ful wisdom to. cut lupine for hay at all, 
at least where other hay can be ob- 
tained.

ern University by Triiatee*. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 0.—Professor Charles 


W. Pearson will be asked to resign from 
the faculty of -lorthwestern University, 
the Tribune says, i f . the report of the 
committee appointed to investigate his 
ea.se is accepted by the executive-com- 
mittee of l-he board of trustees. 


The report, in substance, will declare 


that Professor Pearson has transgressed 
the rules of propriety in openly declar- 
ing the fallibility of the Bible u-liilc oc- 
cupying a chair in Northwestern univer- 
sity, an institution supported mainly by 
contributions fnom 
members 
of 
the 


.Methodist church; and that he should 
*cek n chair in some liberal institution 
where he would be at liberty to preach 
any doctrine he might desire. For these 
reasons the conclusion is drawn that the 
university trustees shoxiid ask Professor 
Pearson to resign. 


None of the members of the commit- 


tee would discuss the decision or admit 
that one had been reached. 
Professor 


Pearson, when informed of the verdict 
of the trial board, was equally silent. 


PKOBABLY WILL RESIGN. 


On previous occasions, however, the 


professor has declared that he would ac- 
cept the verdict of the trustees without 
a murmur—that he had no desire to pose 
as a martyr or cause the university any 
(•mbarrnssment. He 
further 
said 
he 


vould not stay where he was not want- 
ed, and a hint that he was not in favor 
would result in his resigning. 


That the report of the special com- 


mittee will be accepted by fe-he trustees 
there is said to be little doubt. Frank 
1'. Crandon, a mejnbcr of the board and 
secretary of the university, :-;pokc for 
the whole board when he sain nvery one 
oi the trustees was opposed to Pearson.
